The Quartermaster is also authorized to purchase all 
arms and munitions of war necessary, and it is hereby made his 
duty to cause the Ordnance to be repaired, ard put in complete

not exceeding five hundred dollars for each offence, and also for- 
fet all the property 1eceived from the Indian, which shall be’sole, 


and tlie proceeds thereof paid into the Páblie Tieasury.- ! 
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
